THE INCHCAPE ROCK. 


In the German 
Ocean, Off Scottish Coast. 


Among the minor poems of Robert 
Southey, who was England's poet 
laureate from 1813 until 1843, when he 
died, one of the best remembered is 
“The Incheape Rock,” wherein the 
story of the Abbot of Aberbrothok and 
the pirate, Sir Ralph, the rover, is 
entertainingly told. 

Inchcape, or Bell Rock, is a reef of 
red sandstone in the German ocean, 


THE INCHCAPE LIGHTHOUSE. 


12 miles southeast of Arbroath 
nearly opposite the mouth of the 
river Tay. In early ages it was the 
source of many shipwrecks and ae- 
cording to tradition the Abbot of 
Aberbrothok (Arbroath) placed a bell, 
attached to a buoy, on it, to warn 
mariners. Sir Ralph, the pirate, was 
not pleased with this, for the bell, by 
warning mariners, lessened the num- 
ber of shipwrecks and one day he cut 
the bell loose and then sailed away. 
Afterward, on returning to the Scot- 
tish coast, well laden with plunder, 
Sir Ralph's ship struck the rocks 
and perished. 

In 1807 the erection of a modern 
lightheuse upon this dangerous reef 
was begun and was finished late in 
1810. The lighthouse, generally, re- 
sembles that ut Eddystone, in the 
English channel, near Plymouth, and 
has a height of 115 feet. The strue- 
ture is 42 feet in diameter at the 
base and is solid for the first 30 feet 
upward, At the top, just beneath the 
cornice, the diameter is 15 feet. At 
high tide 15 feet of the base is under 
water. The cost of the structure was 
$300,000,

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OUR MINERAL WEALTH. 
Few Have Any Idea of the Growth 


In Recent Years. 


| The remark is often made that 
{some day Canada will rival the 
| United States as a mineral producer, 
but the fact is that it is already doing 
}so. Although the subterranean wealth 
lof the Dominion has probably been 
little more than merely tapped, the 
development of its mines has been 
so rapid that few people outside those 
immediately concerned have any 
idea of the extent of its mineral in- 
dustries. 

Amongst the greatest are the works 
of the Dominion Coal and Iron Co., 
near Sydney, C.B. There a popula- 
| tion approaching 20,000 is dependent 
upon the raising of an output of coal 
exceeding four million tons annually, 
much of which is exported to Cana- 
lian and United States ports, whilst 
some has even been sent to Europe 
A large portion of the output is, how- 
ever, used to smelt iron ore which is 
brought to the furnaces from the 
shores of Newfoundland, on the op- 
posite side of Cabot Straits. Not oniy 
so, but the resulting pig-iron, in very 
large quantities, is employed on the 
spot to produce finished steel rails, 
which are sent to the ends of the 
earth These Sydney works are, in- 
deed, amongst the largest of their 
kind in the world. Nor are they with- 
yut rivals even in Canada; in the 
sume vicinity there is another plant 
| producing 100,000 tons of coal and 6,- 
000 tons of steel monthly 

Elsewhere throughout the country 
immense iron deposits have recently 
been opened up, especially in North- 
ern Ontario, where the Helen Mine, 
unknown a decade ago, has already 
an output exceeding one million tons 
yeurly. In the same locality is the 
remarkable deposit of Moose Moun- 
tain, alrendy one of the greatest mines 
of its kind in existence, although, orly 
two or three years ago, the country 
about it was the resort of great herds 
of moose with whom the men who 
are engaged in locating the iron had 
sundry advantages; one being ‘‘treed” 
by a particularly savage bull for 
twenty-four hours. 

Canada now produces a very large 
proportion of the world’s supply of 
nickel, chiefly from i 


mines in the 
neighborhood of Sudbury, Ont. The 
metal is found in an ore which con- 
tains also a considerable proportion 
of copper, and it was copper that 
was being searched for when the 
prospectors chanced upon the other 
metal. That was less than twenty 
years ago, but in those days there 
was little demand for nickel, and a 
deal of valuable material was thrown 
aside as unsaleable. The case was 
entirely altered when its value as a 
steel elloy was discovered in the clos- 
ing years of last century, and now 
1,000 tons daily of the mixed nickel 
and copper ore is. being smelted at 
Sudbury, where over 10,000 tons of 
pure nickel are produced yearly in 
addition to an immense quantity of 
copper. In most of the mines the ore 
has been followed down to consider- 
able depths, but there is one spot 
where it is wrought opencast as a 
quarry from which a_ tremendous 
amount of wealth has already been 
teken, 

One of the most interesting mineral 
products of the Dominion is asbes- 
tos, of which almost three-fourths of 
the world’s output comes from mines 
in the neighborhood of Thetford, Que. 
It is strange stuff which has to be 
extracted from its matrix with pe- 
enliar care by specially-designed ma- 
chinery, but the longest and strongest 
fibre is worth anything up to 12c, per 
Ib., and until some other deposits are 
located in Canada or elsewhere Thet- 
ford practically contrdts the world’s 
market for it. 

Lead is a metal in which Canada 
is exceptionally rich. At present the 
chief leal mines are near Moyle, Al- 
berta, which produce something like 
20,000 tons yearly. Canada’s total 
production of the heavy metal is al- 
ready considerably in excess of that 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and is 
sufficient to place her second amongst 
lead-producing countries within the 
British Empire, and sixth amongst 
those throughout the world. 

There is, however, more money in 
the silver which is often essociated 
with lead then in lead alone, and 
Canada has recently been proved to 
be exceptionally rich in silver, es- 
pecially in the Cobalt district. To 
what extent its production will re- 
munerate the workers, if the output 
focs on increasing in the ratio which 
it has attained during the last year 
or two is, however, rather doubtful. 

Of mineral products which the Do- 
minion, so far, lacks, tin is one and 
petroleum, comparatively speaking, is 
another, The former has been located 
here and there, but not in quantities 
sufficient to make it of importance. 
That there is abundance of oi! is well 
known, but that, for one reason or 
another, it has not been developed to 
any considerable extent is shown by 
the circumstances that, during the 
last year for which figuses are avail- 
able, the Dominion’s output of it was 
only 77,000 tons, against 16,000,000 
tons in the United State and 8,006,- 
000 tons in Russia. This, however, 
only serves to indieate the chances 
which Canada offers to the prospector 
after minerals, for which not a tithe 
of its extent has been thoroughly ex- 
plored

If you have goods to sell, advertise.

Professor Elliott. 


Professor Elliott, who resigned 
his chair in the Montana Agricul- 
tural Colleye, of Bozeman, Mon- 
tana, to become superintendent ol 
the Canadian Pacilic Supply karm, 
at Strathmore, has arrived in Cal- 
gary. 

In speaking of the possibilities of 
the Bow River Valley district, he 


| said : ** In a few years the irrigated 


section to the east of the city will be 
supplying German brewers with 
world famed 
Gallatin Valley barley, and the 
name under which it will be known 


will be that of Bow Valley barley. | 


Agents for the German brewers 
will be very shortly coming to Cal- 
gary and contracting for this crop 
a year before it is harvested, and at 
the same time will pay a premium 
of from 10 to 15 cents per hundred. 
This is the experience of the Galla- 
tin Valley, and such will be the ex- 
perience of this district. Last year, 
when I was at Strathmore, I in- 
spected an acre of cabbage, and | 
may say that it has never been my 
privilege to view an acre waich in 
any way compared with the one 
near Strathmore. Corn will, ina 
tew years, become one of your large 
crops, and with corn growing will 
come more intensive farming, and 
generai adoption of dairying. In 
the eastern and central sections, I 
realize that corn will not be grown 
for todder only ; but for the ear as 
well, Dairying has a great future 
here, and the experience of Mon- 
tana goes to show that fodder when 
fedto the dairy cow realizes $25 
per ton to the feeder, Alfalfas, 
clovers and timothy grown here and 
fed to your dairy herds will there- 
fore realize just as high a price per 


ton when fed to your dairy herds as 


} the same fodders realize in Mon- 
tana,” 

Under Professor Elliott it is ad- 
mitted that the Canadian Pacific 


Supply Farm at Strathmore will 
become a centre which will influ- 
ence the entire agriculture of the 
Bow Valley. 


Farm Development. 


For two years past the Canadian 
Pacific has initiated development of 
farms of absentee clients who de- 
sired work commenced preparatory 
to their going into residence upon 
Bow Valley holdings. ‘Those who 
availed themselves of this depart- 
ment in 


1909 were located in 
England, and in all sections of 
the North American continent from 
Yukon to Kentucky and from Mas- 
sachusetts and Quebec to Oregon. 
Practically 100 contracts were un- 
dertaken, embracing an area of over 
twelve thousand acres, and approx- 
imately seven thousand acres each 
of discing, harrowing and seeding, 
and including erection of nine houses 
and 125 miles of fence. North 
Dakota leads all states in number ot 
contracts. The Company has by 
this department been able to distri- 
bute over $160,000 of American 
money among residents of the dis- 
trict who contracted for work. 1910 
t already gives promise of exceptional 
ac.ivity for the development depart- 
ment. Applications are being re- 
ceived almost daily, and it is ex- 
pected that close to 25,000 acres of 
breaking will be done before close 
of season,
